JOHN BULL 


AT HOME 


By Nature Courteous 


With a Hif h Sense 


of Honor. 


As we are leaving the Island and 


wlil soon be safely out of his reach, it 
•will perhaps be safe to record our 
general impressions of John Bull and 
his way of doing things. The reader 
vMl not need to bo cautioned against 
-accepting this as the final word on 
n-itish institutions. 
They are only 


hasty, surface deductions, but are cer- 
t-si, ily h-iie to the Impressions of the 
average American in his mother land. 


First, then, the Britisher at home 


"is not at all the gruff, surly bully he 
Is so often represented. He is not at 
-all a hail fellow well met with a 
•stranger. 
He waits for you to start 


'.the conversation, but if you do it lit 
a courteous, respectful manner, you 
may ask any favor of him. A puzzled 
inquiry for road direction has often 
gathered a dozen persons about us, 
each earnestly endeavoring to clear 
up the difficulty. 
Nor is this couretsy 


manifested by the lower classes only. 
One of the foremost painters In Eng- 
land spent an hour with us in his stu 
dio, 
and without solicitation sent a 


-note to his agent directing him to give 
us certain photographs we wanted. Yet 
we approached him as plain Americans 
with no note of introduction. 


There seems very little of western 


mischief and of the keen sense of the 
ridiculous even in Johnnie and Jennie 
Bull.- 
Not one of the thousands of 


school boys we have met has laughed 
at. our foreign ways or attempted to 
play pranks at our expense. 
In two 


months we have met just one flippant 
girl. Jennie lacks the fun and zest ol 
her cousin across the Atlantic, but she 
has a true modesty of manner which 
Is a 
pleasing change. 
The ScotcV 


lassie is much closer to the American 
type. Americans, both men and wom- 
en, are much more tasty and neatei 
in dress and animated in mq^nner, but 
lack the Englishman's uniform court 
esy and high sense of honor. 


One is impressed with a feeling of 


solidity, of strength, or permanence 
about every article in John's posses 
sion, his roads, his carts his houses 
m's boots. 
That, permanence 
is at 


tained at an expense of considerable 
; extra weight and consequent slowness 
of movement. 
But the 
Englishman 


aims to do everything in the best way 
not merely in the easiest and quickest 
The baby carriage and the 
bicycle 


which we have described before wil' 
illustrate the point well. The mothe 
may not like to push a cab of heavy 
wood, and the baby may not like ttf 
ride backwards, 'but that is the safer 
method and the vehicle will last fo 
several generations, since styles are as 
•permanent as fabrics 
here. 
To b 


sure, the ten pounds extra weight on 
a bicycle from mud guards and meta 


, ,j:itUB.uuakfts., average progress Blow.er 


But then comes "'a rainy day, anc5 
while the American wheelman fume 
and misses his engagement or ruin 
his clothes and warps the wooden 
rims, the Britisher throws on a rair 
cape and pedals comfortably along a 
the usual gait. 


This trait of character and this na 


tional custom results in conservatism 
in a prejudice against changing the ol 
order. 
Yet wherever the Englishman 


attempts an innovation, he 
does i 


thoroughly and with no regard for time 
or expense. 
Some amusing contrast; 


between the old and the new are thu 
evolved. In one field a farmer is cut 
ting hay with a scythe and raking i 
by hand or cutting grain with a scyth 
and cradle and binding it by hand 
Jn an adjoining field, a good America 
McCormick or Wood mower or self 
binder is clicking, a hay tedder a 
work, and stacking is being done wit: 
a huge machine like a straw carrier. 


A little later In the season, the for 


mer field will be ploughed with an olc 
fashioned iron tool, three horses hitch 
ed to it in tandem style, one man t 
drive and another to hold the handles 
The ground may be broken up b 
steam ploughs, engines at either sid 
of the field, a cable running from on 
to the other and a five-gang ploug 
bobbing back and forth between thei 
at ten miles an hour. Yet when on 
computes the cost of maintaining tw 
engines, a team for naming watoi 
and five men to manage the app.aratu 
and only about ten acrew turned ove 
per day, ho must wonder wheiher th 
improvement, though needed KO much, 
has not hoen HO extreme, KO complete, 
as to sacrifice all its value. 


In the sumo extreme manner the 


quaint old English village \H passing. 
Now and then a typical one is found, 
a dozen timbered and thatched cot- 
tages clustered along a winding street, 
each with ils room for tho cow, each 
with its charming litile garden, a com- 
mon village; pump, and a criiimum Kink 
hole, for the village geese in thf- mid- 
file of t^he wtreet, if i! be wide enough 
anywhere. 
There is much that needs 


improvement, but we are scarcely sure 
that greater evils art; nut found in the 
hew Knglish village. 
It may be miles 


in l e n g t h , cobbled .streets, on either

blricU.s of regular

varying H a t s , brand new brick, water 
in pipes, and no n.i.m for gardens.

For more than any other lesson, Eng- 
land 
sc-f.-ms able 10 teat-h hurrying, 


rushing America, the value of rest arid 
seclusion in dally life. 
Whether he 


will or no, that lesson is crammed 
down the tourist's throat three times 
a day, though he live at hotels and 
restaurants. 
Even in rushing, bnsi- 


nesrf con lured London there is not one 
abominable American lunch 
counter, 


where one must mount a pivoted .stool 
siivl sjulp down his eoilec ;ind sandwich 
in the p u b l i c row.

One cannot praise Oxford Univers-

But then 
lie hunts for the college of the work- 
ingman and finds an old, shattered 
dwelling-house where some fifty out of 
all England, by the help of trades 
unions, are able to spend one year in 
study amid barren, cheerless surround- 
ings, even that school founded by an 
American. Well, there are some tre- 
mendous problems of civilization yet 
to be worked out even in the greatest 
empire of the world.
